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CONDE NAST—A RECOLLECTION 


As I look back over a long and crowded life and recall the countless people 
I have known—the great and the near great, both here and abroad—no figure 
seems more vivid to me than that of Condé Nast. 

For a long time he was a friend who, in a true sense, became a part of my life. 
We both loved the same people, and places, and things. He loved beauty and 
so did I. Indeed, he was among that rare category of men who loved beauty in 
any form, animate or inanimate—in painting, music, architecture, furniture, 
women, children and flowers. 

When I was living abroad for an extended period of time, I made it a point 
to re-visit New York every two or three years in order to keep in touch with any- 
one who, in my own circle, was a generative force in American life. And, always, 
the first man I sought out was Condé Nast in his apartment on Park Avenue. 
There he would welcome me and show me the new and lovely things he had 
bought; and there, with real delight, we would arrange and re-arrange them in 
his various rooms. Sometimes, even, he gave a party in my honour; a party always 
carefully, and lavishly planned. 

In thinking of him, many happy souvenirs come flooding to my mind; all of 
them remembered with a thankful heart. I recall, for example, the occasion when 
we bought his two Moreaus together, and his lovely Schalls (I hope that Jean 
Frédéric Schall’s piquante ladies will, from other walls, smile out as brightly as 
they did from his). 

I remember, too, his excitement over a small settee, of which he was very 
proud, the loveliest settee that ever emerged from the England of George II. It 
was upholstered, in petzt poznt, in a design composed of three Chinese vases full 
of beautiful flowers; blossoms which must have been copied from some old 
Dutch paintings. The seat of it is in checkerboard squares, of brown and white, 
like a marble floor, while, here and there, a few flowers are strewn as if they had 
idly fallen from the vases. This unique work is signed by “Pen. Hyde, Aetat 54, 
1751. If my memory serves, there is not, even in the South Kensington Museum, 
a sofa that is quite so beautiful. 

Then, too, there is that miraculous silk needlework picture which, for a long 
time, Mr. Nast called “The Garden of Eden’, before discovering that it was 
Orpheus playing his lute and persuading the animals of the woods to draw near 
and harken to his music. 

The chief characteristic of Mr. Nast’s collection is, I think, that it is made 
up of objects with which anyone could live with comfort and enchantment. 
They are, too, especially well-adapted for small houses and the type of rooms in 
which most of us will, in the future, have to live. It would be difficult to select, 
even at random, any object that belongs in this collection and find oneself 
rarely disappointed in one’s choice. 
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CONDE NAST—AS A COLLECTOR 


Quite aside from their aesthetic values, the objects listed in these pages 
assume added interest because of their long and personalized association with a 
man who did much to improve public taste, both here and abroad. Indeed, it 
has been freely remarked that millions of women, in America, England and 
France, derived their principal ideas concerning desirable standards of living, 
from Condé Nast. 

But, despite his long and eager search for objects of beauty Mr Nast was not, 
in the strictest sense, a ‘‘collector’’ at all. He would, indeed, have been the last 
to call himself one. Actually, his aim was to acquire furniture and works of art 
with which he felt himself affiliated in taste, and with which he could live in 
continuing delight. His goal, in short, was to build a décor for his life rather 
than to amass heterogeneous treasures, with only the pride of possession in mind. 

In the pageant of the historic past, it was the eighteenth century, as it had 
unfolded itself in England and France, that appealed to him most. It was, in- 
variably, among the creations of that epoch and that provenance that he passed 
his happiest hours. Possessing, himself, and to a marked degree, the quality 
which the French call mésure—the desire to see things in meticulous order and 
scale—it was natural that he should have taken delight in just such surroundings. 

And, perhaps because he was half French in origin, it was the ordered 
elegance of the great French artists and craftsmen that attracted him most 
irresistibly. Certainly, though the best English taste was a matter for worship 
with him, it was still the flair of the French for what is exquzsite, that he held in 
the highest esteem. But, since he was a man of gusto, his quest for the exquisite 
always stopped short of the precious or over-elaborate. For any such qualities, 
leading, as they so often do, to something like effeminacy—he felt nothing but 
the sharpest kind of distaste. 

The works here offered constitute the precise mse en scéne in which Mr Nast 
lived. With the aid of them his apartment eventually became an exact index 
of his personal tastes. So much was this true that, for those who knew him, it 
was easy, in surveying his m/7eu, to realize the force of Buffon’s maxim, “Le 
style, c'est homme.” 

It was, too, in that same penthouse on Park Avenue, that he entertained so 
charmingly and so lavishly. Indeed, the dinners and dances which he gave there 
have already come into an almost legendary fame. It is true that their renown 
was due in part to his sympathetic quality as a man, and to his flair for bringing 
together so happily the most diverse elements in New York life—society, music, 
art and the stage. But their success was also, and in great measure, due to the 
frame in which they were held, a frame composed of the furniture, paintings, 
silver, porcelains and rugs that are now to pass into other and, it is to be hoped, 
equally appreciative hands.
